EX POSTMASTER YOUNG TELLS THE STORY 


OF HOW IT STARTED. 


All ol Adams County Will Be Soon Com- 


pletely Served By Rural Free 


Delivery.

At the Postal Employes' Banquet de- 


scribed in our last issue, Ex-Postmaster 
Qeo. F. Young, of Gettysburg, gave the 
following interesting history of Rural 
Free Delivery in Adams county. Mr- 
Young bas been called the father of 
rural free delivery in the county. 


In December 1809, tbe Poatoffice De- 


partment issued orders for the establish- 
ment of rural free delivery, as an experi- 
ment of an entire county service, in Oar- 
roll county, Maryland, and with the es- 
tablishment of tbe same discontinued 
some fifty odd fourth-class postoffices, 
which made quite a disturbance. Among 
ibe offices discontinued was Harney, 
eight miles south of Gettysburg and the 
greater number of the patrons of that 
.«ffl«tSgja.residenfs-of Adams courtly, 
and as the B. F. D. of Carroll county 
did not cross tbe Maryland line, the 


fuel, 
paid out for the 


above items, excepting the star route 
drivers, who are now out of business, Is 
$14,100, a net gain of $8030 more paid out 
here than before the introduction of 
Rural Free Delivery. 


Rules and Regulations. 


In connection with this Interesting 


history of rnral free delivery in Adams 
County, and the clear statement made 
by carrier Harbaugh, as published in our 
last week's paper, as to the difficulties 
which prevent good quick service, we 
print the following rules and regulations 
of the Postofflce Department as to the 
requirements about boxes etc. 


Eaoh person desiring the rural free 


delivery service must erect at his own 
cost, and manner prescribed by the re- 
gulations of the Department, a box com- 
plying with the following specifications : 


Material— All square or ob.'ong boxes 


shall be made of not less than 20 stand- 
ard gauge sheet iron or sheet steel, and 
galvanized, the edges of which, shall be 


felled six trees that aggregated nine feet 
;ind seven inches in diameter.

The only ofiicial in the office I knew per- 
sonally was Chief Clerk Conquest Clark, 
aad I spoke So him saying 1 could help 
these people out. He called Mr. A. W. 
Machin, Superintendent, telling him 
what I had said. The Superintendent 
took me into his piivate room and ques- 
tioned me closely, also examined map, 
and I showed him where I could help' 
them out of their trouble. As a result 
of this interview, he ordered Special 
Agent A. B. Smith to come to Gettys- 
burg aad go with me over the proposed 
route. 


Mr. Smith arrived in Gettysburg on a 


morning train, 8 43. We immediately 
got a two-horse carriage and drovadown 
the pike to Two Taverns, from there to 
Harney and thence by the Taneytown 
road to Gettysburg, Oa oui drive down 
the pike we stopped quite often to con- 
sult the proposed patrons as to whether 
they would take tbeir mail from rural 
carriers. Some said yes, gladly; others 
said, no sir ; our taxes are high enough, 
aad if you leave any mail at my house, 
[ will receive it under protest. From 
the drive and talk of that day, came the 
starting of the rural free delivery which

Brief Resume of .Inaugural Address—Big Pa 


rade In Harrisbuag-Governor 


Names Cabinet. 


Samuel W. Penaypacker took the oath 


of office as Governor of Pennsylvania on 
last Tuesday in front of the unfinished 
State Capitol at Harrisburg. 


Kev. £. H. Lstoenring. Pastor of 


Trinity Lutheran Church, Ubambers- 
burg, well known to many of oar people, 
offered prayer. Following it Chief Clerk 
Smiley, of the Senate; read the certifi- 
cate of election ol Governor Pennypack- 
er. The oath of office was next admin- 
istered by Supreme Court Justice Fell, 
immediately a salute of seventeen gua- 
nas tired. 


The Governor read his inaugural ad 


is enjoyed almost all over the county and 
I am glad to say that it will soon be" over 
the whole county. Seven hours after 
the arrival of Mr. Smi'.h in Gettysburg, 
we had driven over and laid out the 
route, named the carrier No. 1, as well 
as his substitute, and Mr. Smith had 
left town for Washington. In a few 
ilaya word came that Houte No. 1 would 
start operations on February 1, 1900. 


After the establishment of Houte No. 


i, I received promise from headquarters 
tbat I would be favored by the establish- 
ment of more routes and was requested 
to make a map and mark routes as J 
thought best. After doing so, Messrs. 
A. B. Smith and Gilbert Guttison were 


vided, if a box be made of a heavier ma- 
terial than 20 guage, the above require- 
ments as to reinforcements need not be 
observed. 


Circular, lemi-circular or rounding 


boxes sball be made not less than 22 
guage iron or steel ; provided however, 
that should boxes be made of black iron 
or steel, and galvanized after they are 
made, they sball not be made of lighter 
than 24 guage. Circular semi circular 
or rounding boxes shall have the open- 
ings made so that there shall be no un- 
supported edges; and edges most be 
strengthened by either corngating, bend- 
iug, curling or wiring with No. 10 guage 
wire, or by folding the metal back upon 
itself, or by supporting by riveting to 
such edges band iron at least 1-18 Inch in 
thickness and at least 1-2 iuch m width. 


Workmanship— All boxes must bu 


made in the best workmanlike manner, 
and there must be no joints depending 
solely on solder to hold tbe different 
parts of the box together, but all joints 
mnst ba either seamed, curled orri?eted. 
Covers, lids or incasements shall be 
hinged or riveted m a strong, substan- 
tial manner, and edges of same shall ex- 
tend down or lap over the mail-holding 
compartment for a sufficient distance, 
so that when closed it will thoroughly 
prottct the mail from rain, snow or dust 
under all circumstances. All exposed 
parts, such as ri rets and hmgea, must tie

I left on the G.19 train via 
Hagerbtown and Shenaaudoah Junction, 
arriving in Washington on Sunday morn- 
ing. Although it was Sunday, I lost no 
time in building my means of attack. 
On Motday morning I went to the Post- 
office Building to call on the Postmaster 
General and was almost frozen by the 
cool reception I got. I was informed 
that some ot our iufluential citizens w«re 
opposed to starting any more routec. in 
Adams county, and that the orders is- 
•med would be countermanded. From 
there I went after my ammunition. 
After seeming several letters from influ- 
ential senators I again approached the 
Postmaster General aud was received in 
dbout the Sime way as when I first 
called. After perusing the letters I had 
be most graciously changed his mind, 
countermanded his order and said let

ply wilh these conditions will be regard- 
ed as not desiring rural free delivery, 
and tue rural carrier will be directed not 
to serve them.

When I returned I had the 
orders in my pocket to start the routes 
as first directed. I do not believe there 
was ever any one in Adams county that 
was more abused than myself, for start- 
ing rural free delivery, but I am happy 
to say that the ones who used me tbe 
hardest are today some of the strongest 
supporters of B. F. D. aud I will lend 
my voice and influence to tbe establish- 
ment of the same over the entire county. 


Wben the rural free delivery was 


stirted in the county, it was not in the 
classiBed service. I selected my own 
carrierd and I am proud to say that 1 
believe, of the 8590 Barriers employed on 
June 30;b, 1902, there is no county, 
town or stale that has a more intelligent, 
accommodating and obliging set of car- 
riers than tlioae we have in Adams 
county. After starting the eight addi- 
tional routes in Gettysburg, on Miy 1, 
I spoke to some of the other postmasters 
in the county, advising them to secure 
petitions in favor of the establishment 
of routes from their respective offices. 
Some looked upou the proposition with 
favor, while others were opposed to it.

women who are held in quarantine in an 
apartment bouse here, In the West End, 
because a man from Columbus, Ohio, 
developed smallpox while a lodger, are 
resorting to all sorts of means to amuse 
themselves and make tbe time of their 
imprisonment less irksome. A latge 
graphophone was sent to the quarantine 
and they enjoy grapbophoue concerts. 
A cafe on the first floor of tbe building 
has be cleared of tables, and in the even- 
ing tbe men and women have dances. 
A music box furnishes the music for tbe 
dancing. Groups of men and women 
can be seen seated at the windows dur- 
ing the day playing checkers. Pink and 
white lozsnges are used as checkers and 
sheets of white paper divided into 
squares serve as boards. The proprietor 
of the cafe is being paid by the city ?4 a 
week per head for feeding the 30 inhab- 
itants of the quarantine building. The 
attendance of farmers at the Western 
market opposite the building bas been 
much decreased by the smallpox scare.

Don't Lei The Grindstone Freeze. 


It is very common on some farms to 


keep the grindstone out of doors, shel- 
tered only by the foliage of some tree in 
summer, but in winter it Is exposed to 
all kinds of storms. These stones are 
always more or less porous. It they-were 
cot they would not make good material 
to sharpen metal-cutting tools. When 
a grindstone gets wet, and tbe moisture 
in It freezes, pieces ot the stone chip oft. 
and the stone wears away unevenly, thus 
soon becoming of very little value.

A farmer wbo once secures a euppiy of 


ice for summer use will never afterward 
be without it. Ice is indispensable for 
dairies, either for butter or cheese, and 
is valuable in any cellar for keeping 
fresh meat in warm weather.

Mrs. Wible sakl tbat the value of sup 


plementary work in connection with the 
usual teaching1 of reading especially in 
primary grades is obvious. "There are 
still those who persistently believe It a 
waste of time and money. The primary 
object of teaching reading to tbe child is 
to enlarge his vocabulary as rapidly as 
possible; the observent reader will notice 
how another urea tbe same general list of 
words in all his selections, so we can read- 
ily see tbe wisdom of selecting different 
series. A "reader" with an abundance of 
good plain script accompanying the print 
which the child will soon learn to read 
intelligently should be selected. We should 
have short, simple stories suitable to the 
grade in style and advancement. A sup- 
plementary reader can be used to advan- 
tage as an incentive to thorough work in 
the regular reading book by giving it as 
reward and entertainment. To introduce 
it frequently relieves the monotony of rou- 
tine, assigned work." 


The Art of Drawing. 


The subject of "drawing" was discussed 


by Mias Jane Shields. 


Miss Shields aaid tbat the subject of 


drawing in our schools baa been neglected 
to a great extent. It is now understood 
by the leading educators of today that 
drawing is an essential branch of educa- 
tion and that it should be taught to every 
child who is taught the three Ks. 
In 


every occupation .education in this branch 
will prove beneficial. Everybody needs a 
well trained eye and a well trained hand. 
Drawing is the proper means by which 
this is obtained. This subject is often 
neglected because tbe teacher does not 
consider himself proficient although he 
thoroughly understands the underlying 
principles of the subject. Commercially 
speaking, the power to draw well is worth 
far more in the market today than any- 
thing else taught. The teacher of today 
finds drawing indispensable in bis pro- 
fession. Almost all subjects are presented 
to the pupil by blackboard illustrations. 
Take for instance the subject of language, 
in tbe primary grades and also in tbe 
higher grades. Imaginative and illustra- 
tive drawings oan be brought into use and 
the idea carried into the heart of tbe child. 
Drawing and nature work go band in 


in tbe education ol the children that „,.„ 
pies them more in after life it is tho fact 
that the subject of music is not taught. 
'•We should 
not discuss this subject 


with a biased mind. If we caonot sing 
we should not say tbat singing should not 
be taught. The impressions given to the 
child s mind are most lasting, not only 
the child's mind but bis heart must be 
trained. A beautiful song in the heart of 
a child haa saved many a man from rum. 
What is it that soltene and wins the heart? 
Not air, but music. Nert to prayer noth- 
ing goes deeper into the heart of the child 
than music. It waa not so much Moody's 
eloquence aa it was Sankey's music that 
won the souls oi men to Christ. Nothing 
alirs the moral character to a higher tide 
than sweet singing. How would tbe sys- 
tematic teaching of music affect our town 
schools? We aay, I cannot sing, how can I 
teach music? Need one be an artist to 
teach drawing? Must one be a musician 
to teach singing? We cau learn the rudi- 
ments of music and teach the same to the 
children. A systematic etudy would re 
quire a special teacher. 
For my part, if 


the school board will make it possible (or 
me to get out of the school room, in order 
to assist the other schools I am willing to 
undertake the teaching ol music to the 
children oltbe publio schools." 


Address by Pro!. Roth. 


''Should onr Schools Have a Course of 


Study, and of What Should it Consist?" 
was discussed by County Superintendent 
H. Milton Kotli. "A course ol study may 
form a very helpful or a very injurious 
thing according aa it is usad wisely or the 
reverse. In a system of schools it is very 
important tbat all branches of study be 
kept parallel. 
It ia not necessary tbat all 


pupils move at tbe same rate of speed. 
Pupils do not develop correspondingly 
physically, neither do they mentally. Tne 
course ol study should be adapted to the 
children. 
Any attempt to make them fit 


tbe course of etudy is sure to end disas 
troualy. A course of study should not at- 
tempt to prescribe daily lessons nor yet to 
fix the amount to be done in a month aud 
only in a few cases should the term limit 
be fixed. I should try to make clear 
what is to be expected of pupils in each 
branch for each year aud to make a com 
parison ol one branch with another eo 
that work may move forward symetrictiliy

"How can we carry this out ? What are? 
tbe main essentials for good citizenship 
He said that he does not believe in induo- 
tive methods but that be believes in teach- 
ing in a high school only what oan ba 
thoroughly taught. 
We are living in an 


age of specialists work. 
Who are the 


learned men ? tbe men we admire most ? 
Why the man who is master of one sub- 
ject. Too muoh crowding, men leaving 
college who are not learned. I am pos- 
sibly a little old fashioned, I do not be- 
lieve in tbe inductive method. I believe 
in teaching in a high school only what 
can you thoroughly teach, not a ematter 
ing of many things but a few things well. 
This is the age ot specialties. There is too 
much crowding in tbe curriculum. I do 
not eay tbe coarse should be curtailed, 
yet sometime things are taught which 
could be dropped. Teach the children to 
read well and to speak well and you have 
qualified them for tbe battle of life, seven- 
eights. I would make the high school 
course as practical as possible. The high 
school is not a preparatory college depart- 
ment and ehonld not be made such. The 
high school should prepare our boys and 
girls for practical life work."

ADDRESSED SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


Suggestions Given as to How Patrons Can Help 


The School. 


We take pleasure in giving our readers 


the address delivered by John H. Peters, 
oi Bendersville, at tbe 12th Annual 
Meeting of the School Directors' Asso- 
ciation of Adams County. It was on 
the subject: 


"Can 
Patrons Help the School ? 
I) so, How?" 


From my point of view I have uo hesi- 


tancy lu answering, Yes. 
Whether they 


do, or will as they ought, that is another 
question. It is my impression that the 
most undesirable position for any public 
servant to be in is that in which there is 
no expression of approval or disapproval 
from those who should ba interested. 
Expressions of approval give encourage- 
ment to greater efforts, which bring the 
greater success. Advice or suggestion 
kindly given affords au opportunity for 
greater improvement. 


It seems to me that every thoughtful 


patron who considers Cue position which 
the teacher oi our public school occupies 
and tbe relation which tbey sustain to 
the children, aud especially their own 
childreu, must fael that they cannot be 
too anxious or do too much for the sno- 
ceea of their teacher. I believe that in a 
great many instances the very charac- 
ters, the principles which go to deter- 
mine the future success or failure of our 
boys and girls, even their very lives are 
[laced in the hauds of the teacber 
more than any 0113 else. Many parents 
with their manifold duties in caring 
for 
their temporal 
*vants seem to 


think or feel that they have but little 
time for tbe moral and intellectual train- 
ing of their children. Believing this to 
be a true statement of the case then who 
or what patron can afford to do or not to 
do anything inid everything to sustain 
and advance tbe success of the teacher. 


Remembering that these little ones are 


placed in their hands seven or more of the 
twelve months in the year, it certainly 
becomes a question of very grave impor- 
tance, first in the selection of teachers, 
such as they ought to be, and then that 
we sustain them as we ought to do. 


Of times one of the greatest mistakes 


that patrons make is to become self-ap- 
pointed judges of all that the teacber 
does, both in the school room and out of 
t. The greatest censura always comes 
.'rom those peopio who never visit the 
school rcoais and from persons least ca- 
pable of judging. Tbey will condemn 
the teacber in the strongest language 
por tibia, say all manner of harsh and 
untind tLings about "them, and then, 
after destroying all possible influence 
over their children, condemn the teacher 
still more harsbly for not advancing 
them. 


I do not claim that our teacbrj are 


perfect; if they were we could not hire 
them for from $25 to $50 per month. 
Often we are fully satisfied that we ought 
to give tbam some advioe or point out 
some of their mistakes. If so, go to 
them with tbe eame solicitude for their 
welfare, and in the same spirit as though 
that person was your son or your daugh. 
ter, and if that teacher is at all flt for the 
school room he or slie will thank you 
beeausa they will feel that you have 
come as a friend ; that you wish them 
well. No teacher can afford to risk the 
pciuibility of losing tieir position and 
Etinding by indifference or neglect. Fail- 
ures as a rule come to Item by a lack of 
sympathy aud support from patrons. 


I think we have a sure receipe for 


every dissatisfied, faiilt-flnding patron 
everywhere, and that is, go visit the 
school, if necessary day after day. 
In 


poetry of ray own, 


(Jo see what they must see, 
Go hear what they inuat hear, 
Go do what they do, 
Go endure what ttey must endure, 


and I am satisfied tbat you will come 
away a wiser and a batter mau. By vis- 
itation we come to understand each 
other better, aud realize that cc-opera- 
tion is far better than agitation. 


In conclusion I wish to say that I 


think school boarJa as directors and pa- 
trons are oftirues negligent in the per- 
formance of their duties; when there 
are disturbances in ihe school they do 
not take the proper steps in due time to 
suppress or remove the trouble. Matters 
are left to grow worse from time to 
time until it ii impossible to restore 
pei^eaud harmony.
